NOTES  TO  PRESENTERS 


RESPONSIBILITIES 


In  the  engagement  of  artists  listed  in  the  directory,  the  presenters' 
responsibilities  are  normally  as  follows; 

1 .  Selection  of  artists  and  season  programming; 

2.  Suitable  facilities  for  the  performance; 

0.  Maintenance  of  box  office  and  front-of-house  services  and  staff; 

4.  All  local  publicity  and  promotion; 

5.  Payment  of  the  artists'  fees  and  all  contractual  arrangements. 


FEES 


Most  fees  quored  in  rhe  booh  include  such  expenses  as  transportation, 
subsistence  and  accompanists.  Many  of  rhe  fees  are  negotiable,  and 
presenting  organizations  should  discuss  special  circumstances  with  each 
arrisr  or  manager. 

Generally,  fees  for  school  performances  and  workshops  are  considerably 
lower  rhan  public  performances,  based  on  rhe  assumprion  rhar  rhe  arrisr 
will  be  performing  ar  an  evening  concerr  in  rhe  same  community  or 
nearby. 


FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

Community  non-profit  presenters  in  Alberta  who  run  a  "Season"  series  of 
rhree  or  more  separare  performances  will  be  eligible  for  rhe  following 
assisrance  from  Alberra  Culrure: 

1.  50%  of  rhe  arrisr's  fee  where  rhe  arrisr  or  group  are  residenrs  of 
Alberra. 

2.  30%  of  rhe  arrisr's  fee  where  rhe  arrisr  or  group  reside  ourside  of 
Alberra,  bur  wirhin  Canada. 

3.  20%  of  rhe  arrisr's  or  group's  fee  in  all  orher  cases.
